SYNOPSIS 


On mber 7, at approximately 1930 hours Deputies NNI uwa... to 
Li were contacted by two female juveniles who advised them of a shooting in progress in the 

lock ef E. 63rd Street. During their attempt to locate the suspect or victims of the shooting, the 
suspect fired two shots and ran northbound, across 63rd Street. Several witnesses pointed to the 
suspect, and both deputies observed the suspect running wi un in his right hand. Deputy 
BE. to chase the suspect on foot, followed by EAM] 


The suspect jumped the fence m 5 63rd Street, and fired one shot at De) "m — x suspect 
continued to run northbound, along the west side of the house. Deputy e to the suspect to 
stop and returned fire, discharging one round. The suspect ran through several backyards, and out of 
sight. The suspect was subsequently arrested and the gun recovered during a search of the contained 
area. 


There were no injuries to Depor the suspect.

INCIDENT SUMMARY 


Deputi TE. signed to the 1 | 
were working uni n th hift, Sunday November 7, 1993. They 


were at the intersection of Gage Avenue and Holmes Avenue, assisting a California Highway 
Patrol unit regarding a traffic collision, when two female juveniles ran to them and stated, 
“They're shooting up there. They shot some people.” The two females were pointing 
northbound on Holmes Avenue. The deputies looked in the direction the females were 
pointing and observed approximatley ten to fifteen people running, westbound, across 
Holmes Avenue. They heard approximately eight to ten gunshots being fired north of their 
location, and decided to respond and attempt to locate the source of the shooting. 


Deputies dE ot into thej l vehicle and drove, northbound toward E. 
63rd Street, at the same time Deputy ested assistance, via his radio, regarding a 
possible assault with a deadly weapon, just occurred, shots fired. Upon reaching E. 63rd 
Street and Holmes Avenue S rri bserved more people running 
westbound across Holmes Avenue, and approximately fifty people in the street, in the | 
block of E. 63rd Street. They also heard approximately three or four gunshots fired, which 
appeared to come from the area east of their location in th — Lock of E. 63rd Street. 


DeputyMlllkontinued to broad ir ob; ons, and after a discussion of the 
situation with each other, Depase llora ecide to proceed, slowly eastbound, 
with the radio car doors open, in order to locate anyone whe may have been injured. Deputy 

tated that they decided on this procedure because they could hear the sirens of 
assisting units near their location, and they opened the doors of the radio car to provide a 
Iittle more cover, to the front, if it became necessary to exit the vehicle. 


Doo eastbound, as several people ran westbound passing them. They 
stopped and exited their vehicle in an attempt to get information to locate the source of the 
gun fire. However, they were unable to detain any of the individuals that were running. 


They observed two groups of approximately five individuals standing on the north and south 
a" 


sidewalks of E. 63rd Street. Deput escribed the two groups as appearing to have 
been involved in a fight. Deputie: 
radio car to investigate the incident. They stopped their radio car ii 
Street, got out and ordered the two groups of individuals to their ra: 
individuals began to walk toward the radio car, Deputie: nd| 
fired behind them and several people yell, there's the guy with the gun.” Deputit 
an ook cover at the front of their radio car, and observed a male Hispanic, dressed 
in a wh hirt, and black pants run northbound from in front of a van that was parked in 
front e 3 63rd Street, jump over the chain link fence, and run along the west side of 
the house.

Depot pegan to c] the suspect, later identified as Polo Vasquez Rivera. Upon 
reaching the west side o: . 63rd Street, Deput Mea Suspect Rivera near 
the northwest corner of the house and ordered him to stop stating, “Stop, let me sce your 
hands." rever, Suspect Rivera fired one round in the direction of Deputy] and 
Deputy red one round from his Department issued 9mm Beretta. No one was hit in 


dvised that shots had been fired and joined Depu! t the rear of| 63rd 
treet. The y conducted a search of the back yard which was negative. A containment area 


was set up, and a request for a K-9 unit to respond to conduct an area search for the suspect 
was made.

Bureau K-9 units and Deputies Gerard Plent, and Gary Wilkerson, S- 
from Special Enforcement Bureau to the location, and contacted Dej utie AN 
an Deputies Jack Demello A A Michael Hanneman, P — ww». to 
the Century Station, Firestone Facili ined the Special Enforcement Bureau deputies and 


conducted an arca search for Suspect Rivera. Prior to beginning the search several taped K- 
9 announcements were made from thc radio car public address system. 


iili: of gun fire, and Suspect Rivera ran from the ion and out of view. Deputy 


The search proceeded eastbound through the backyards frome. 63rd Street. Upon 
reaching iE. 63rd Street the dog alerted on a garage. The door was opened to the garage 
and Suspect Rivera was located hiding under a table in the northwest corner, a loaded 22 
caliber, semi automatic, blue steel handgun was laying on top of the table, Suspect Rivera 
was ordered from his hiding position and told to lay on the floor. Suspect Rivera complied 
and was taken into custody without incident. Suspect Rivera was identified by Deputies 

m — the person they saw with the gun and the person that shot at Deputy 
The handgun, a Beretta 22 caliber, semi-automatic handgun, was recovered and 
booked as evidence. 


Dopo NA ata that the arrest team decided not to send the K-9 into the garage 
until they looked inside to see what type of articles were inside. Upon opening the door to the 
garage and turning on the light, they immediately saw the gun on top of the table and the 
suspect under the table. Therefore, it was not necessary to use the K-9, and they ordered the 
suspect out from under the table and to a prone position on the floor of the garage. 


Witness tated that he was standing in his front yard and observed the 
suspect shooting at unknown individuals. He recalled seeing the patrol car drive past his 
residence, eastbound, and stop. He th erved the suspect fire approximately four or five 
shots, while standing near the drive o: 63rd Street. Several people began to yell to the 
deputies and point out the suspect. The deputies began to chase the suspect and the suspect 
ran t E. 63rd Street, jumped over the chain link fence, and began to run northbound, 
along the side of the house. 


Witnes: 


tated he was not able to see the suspect at this time, but as the deputy 
got to the fence the suspect fired two shots, which is in conflict with Deputy 
collection, and the Deputy fired one shot. He said he did not know if the two shots 
fired by the suspect were fired at the deputy, but assumed they we; e the deputy fired 
his weapon right after that, in the direction of the suspect. Witn: Will... that he is 
certain the suspect fired at the deputy before the deputy fired at hi 


voc NA that she was having a family Bar-b-Que at her residence ME 
63rd Street. She said that as family members, who had stayed late, were preparing to leave 
she heard gun shots being fired east of her residence. She went to the front of her residence 
and observed the patrol car drive just east of her residence and stop. She recalled the 


deputies getting out of the car and then she heard seyeral more gun shots. She saw the 
suspect withthe gun run and jump over the fence afk. 63rd Street. The deputies ran to 
the location and one of the deputies fired two shots at the suspect as the suspect ran, 
northbound, along the side of the house. Then the suspect fired one shot at the deputies, and 
the deputies went into the yard looking for the suspect. She said she went back into her 
residence and did not see anything else. 


Wine NNNM that she was inside of her residence a- BF- 63rd Street, when 
the shooting took place. She recalled looking out of her front window and observing several 
juveniles in the street and some running westbound toward Holmes Avenue. While still in 
her residence she observed the deputies drive past her residence and stop in the street. She 
heard more shooting and observed the suspect jump over the fence into her front yard. She 
stated that as the suspect was going over the fence he fired two shots, which is in conflict with 
Deputy ecollection, at one of the deputies, and the deputy fired one shot at him. She 
stated that the second deputy came up and both deputies went into her yard, and went down 
the west side of her house. She stated that a few minutes later the deputies came back to the 
front of her residence and joined the rest of the deputies that arrived on the street. 


Suspect Garcia stated that he was attending a dance party on E. 63rd street, He stated that 
some of his friends got into a fight with some of the other people there. When the deputies 
arrived he was standing in the street with a lot of other people. He said a friend gave him the 
gun and told him to go hide it. He said he walked into the back yard a: . 63rd Street 
and went into the garage to hide the gun. While he was in the garage the deputies came and 
arrested him. Suspect Garcia stated that he did not shoot at anyone and he did not shoot at 
any of the deputies. He also stated that he did not run from uties and was never 
chased by the deputies. He stated he was standing in front o! . 63rd Street when he 
received the gun and just walked into the garage to hide it. Suspect Garcia stated that when 
he was arrested the deputies told him to lay on the floor and they handcuffed him. He stated 
he was not mistreated in any way.
